NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP)—A 
letter from Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter V. M. Molotov to Italian Am- 
bassador Pietro Quaroni revived 
talk today of the possibility of an 
agreement between Italy and Yu- 
gosiavia to settle the fate of dis- 
puted Trieste. 


Molotov wrote the Italian envoy 
to Moscow, who is now in New 
York, that Russia believes a 
friendly Rome-Belgrade settlement 
of the border troubles “will pro- 
mote the strengthening of peace 


in Europe.” Italian diplomats here 
professed themselves pleased with 
his statement, and it was expected 
to carry considerable weight with 
the Yugoslavs because of the close 
relations between Belgrade and 
Moscow. 

Meanwhile, Molotov and the 
other Big Four Foreign Ministers 
here scheduled another of their 
sessions on the Italian peace 
treaty this afternoon. Having 
broken an East-West deadlock 
over control] of Trieste by a power- 
ful United Nations governor, they 
are trying to complete as quickly 
as possible their formula for inter- 
nationalizing the city in view of 
the lack of agreement to date 
between Italy and Yugoslavia. 


Difficulties Ahead. 


Beyond the question of who 
ruleg Trieste lie new difficulties 
over its economic relations with 
Italy and Yugoslavia and these, 
too, may prove time-consuming. 
Molotov is understood to have sub- 
mitted to his British, French and 
American conferees a plan for 
Italian and Yugoslav economic 
zones in the international terri- 
tory. The Western powers object 
to such arrangements, contending 
that Trieste should be made inde- 
pendent of economic as well as 
political controls by either of the 
two neighboring nations.

EISENHOWER SAYS 


ALL YOUTHS NEED 
ARMY TRAINING 


Tells CIO U. S. Security | 


Depends on It Until 


a Fact.’ 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Nov. 20 
(AP) — General of the Army 
Dwight D. Eisenhower declared to- 
day “some degree” of military 


needed until the nations of the 
world disarmed. 

Current short enlistments have 
caused a lowering of Army effi- 
cliency, Eisenhower said in a 
speech to the CIO convention, 

He also stressed the importance 
of steady production, as a factor 
for world peace, “The steady hum 
of your industrial plants,” he said, 
is as important to “good order in 
the world” as it is to our internal 
strength. 

Eisenhower, on whom some CIO 
leaders look with favor as a 1948 
Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent, said failure now to provide 
the nation’s “interim army” of l1,- 
070,000 men with enough supplies 
would not be economy—“it is reck- 
lessness which we cannot afford.” 

“It is my earnest conviction 
that until concerted disarmament 
is an accomplished fact, the se- 
curity of our country as well as 
the individual’s chances in the de- 
plorable event of another war de- 
mand some degree of military 
training of all our young men,” he 
said, 

He paid personal tribute to the 
“soldier-worker partnership’ which 
made victory possible. 

He deplored what he calls a 
“tragedy” that “the human family 
still finds it necessary to devote 
so much of its toil and resources 
to guard against the possibility of 
interference by one or another of 
its members,” 

American occupation forces 
were scaled down so much “that 
we are seriously stretching their 
ability to carry out the commit- 
ments which our leaders have 
made with our allies,” he said, 

“I do not mean to stress the 
subject of war. Particularly do I 
deplore talk about the inevitability 
of war. Such talk smacks of the 
Hitler technique that brought the 
world to sorrow and his country 
to ruin. 

“It produces hysterics —and no 
man, no nation, ever acted or 
thought wisely in the grip of 
hysterical fear. 

“But I would be failing in my 
duty were I to disregard our own 
bitter disillusionment since 1917 
and our need to assume the great 
burdens that realistic appreciation 
of conditions forces upon us.

MOSLEM LEAGUE WON'T JOIN 
IN ASSEMBLY ON CONSTITUTION 


NEW DELHI, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Mahomed Ali Jinnah, president of 
the Moslem League, announced to- 
night that the league would not 
participate in India’s constitution- 
making assembly Dec. 9 because 
he considered such participation 
neither advisable nor possible in 
the present “explosive atmosphere.” 

Jinnah made public a letter he 
wrote to the Viceroy, Lord Wavell, 
declaring statements by the Hin- 
du-dominated Congress party 
showed “the Congress never had 
nor have they even now accepted 
the statement of May 16,” the 
British cabinet mission's plan for 
Indian independence. 

Jinnah, whose demands include 
an independent Moslem state (Pa- 
kistan), cited an Oct. 23 statement 
by Mohandas K. Gandhi that the 
cabinet mission plan had “put into 
cold storage the idea of Pakistan.” 


RUSSIANS BAR BROADCASTS 
BY FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS 


MOSCOW, Nov. 20 (AP) — The 
Soviet Union no longer will allow 
United States and other foreign 
correspondents to make _ radio 
broadcasts from Moscow. 

A note given the Columbia 
Broadcasting System by the press 
department of the Russian Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs said that 
because of “overburdening of the 
radio stations” here the Govern- 
ment had withdrawn “temporary” 
broadcasting privileges given “two 
or three correspondents” in war- 
time when “other means of com- 
munication were difficult.”

Murray, who regards such. de- 
velopments as exemplification of 
inevitable social and economic 
progress, said that he was aware 
that the MVA proposal would face 
“earnest opposition” but that the 
CIO would continue to press for 
its passage until the objective was 
attained... 

“We have faced, opposition be- 
fore,” Murray observed, “but in 
the end we have gained our ob- 
jectives.” 

The CIO head called attention 
to the social and economic ad- 
vantages of such a project as the 
MVA as exemplified by improved 
living and economic conditions in 
the area served by the TVA, 

In his formal report to the con- 
vention, Murray related the his- 
tory of the CIO’s espousal of the 
MVA, beginning with the Chicago 
convention of 1944, when it in- 
dorsed a program for the unified 
development of the great river 
valleys of the country along the 
lines worked out under the TVA, 
The campaign is conducted under 
the immediate direction of John 
Brophy, director of industrial 
union councils, who is chairman 
of a standing CIO committee to 
deal exclusively with the MVA. 
It indorsed legislation introduced 
in 1945 by Senator James E. Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana, and Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran (Dem.),

St. Louis gas id electric utili- 
have reserve coal supplies suf- 
ficient to continue operation for 
four to six weeks, if John kl. 
Lewis's United Mine Workers go 
on atrike tonight, 

An official of the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri which supplies 
electric current to the city, St. 
Louis county and five adjacent 
counties, said fuel on hand would 
permit operations for about five 
to six weeks, Hydro-electric 
sources of power at Bagnell Dam 
and Keokuk, Ia., supply between 
25 and 30 per cent of the power 
distributed here and eould be 
stepped up slightly if water in the 
dams continued at present levelis, 
he said. 

He also pointed out that with a 
sharp drop in industrial operations 
caused by a lack of coal, the power 
load would be lightened appreci- 
ably on his company’s facilities 
and. would permit an additional 
operating period beyond that esti- 
mated for current levels. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co.,

Radiation will sloy the growth 
of many types of cancer and in 
some cases cause a recession in 
the progress of the disease, the 
pat>vlogist said, thus prolonging 
life. He said complete cure by ra- 
diation is frequently impossible, 
however. 
Cancers, whose growth can be 
checked by radiation without dam- 
age to healthy tissue, frequently 
become radio-resistant after treat- 
ment, Dr. Warren explained, be- 
cause cells that survive the treat- 
ment are hardier and produce a 
more resistant stock. 
Ir.formation assembled about a 
g-oup of 13,000 Japanese who sur- 
vivec the atomic bombings of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki indicates 
that leukemia, a blood disease, 
ma} be the principal form of 
cancer that results from atomic 
bomb radiations. 


Long Effects of Bombs. 

The effects of the two bombs 
may be felt for generations, he 
pointed out, referring to research 
by Dr, Herman J. Muller, Indiana 
University geneticist who recently 
won a Nobe! prize, which showed 
that radiation produces changes 
in genes. 

Dr. Warren said animals that | 
survived the atomic bomb rays at 4 
ti.e Bikini tests will be bred by | 
the Navy in order to learn more ¥% 
about the exact nature of heredi- 
tary changes produced. 

He said the information gained 
by exposing the animals to the 
at.y bomb rays was invaluable, 
as it enabled scientists to learn 
the first effects of atomic bomb 
radiation, “to fill in a gap caused 
by our inability to find out in de- 
tail what happened initially to the 
ae at Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki.” 


Causes of Animal Deaths. 


About 10 per cent of the animals 
exposed died within a few hours 
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after the bombs were exploded, he 
said, and other animals have died 
since. He listed the principal 
causes of death as immediate ra- 
diation shock; injury to bone mar- 
row and circulating blood cells, 
which manifested itself in hemor- 
rhages; and dumage to the lining 
of the intestinal tract, producing 
_ of appetite and severe diar- 
rhea. 


“Tr> ani...als w*) far more 
irritable after they had been ex- 
posed to the rays,” Dr. Warren 
reported. “A pig that would come 
up to you to get its ears scratched 
before the explosion would try to 
run you out of its pen afterward. 


“Whether the Japanese showed 
the same psychological effect is 
difficult to tell. The Japanese are 
so thoroughly drilled that their 
emotions are always completely 
under control.” 


“Many Japanese leaders con- 
sider the use of the atomic bomb 
a great boon,” Dr, Warren as- 
serted. “They realized by the end 
of 1943 that the war was lost for 
them. Five million more persons 
would have been killed if we had 
been compelled to invade Japan.” 


Dr. Warren’® speech was a sum- 
mary of the effects of radiation 
both as a cause and as a treat- 
ment of cancer. He said the work 
done at Barnard Free Skin and 
Cancer Hospital here has “done 
much to aid in answering the 
cancer problem.” 

White Blood Cell Destruction. 

He reported iat one of the com- 
mon results of the atom bomb 
rays in Japan was an almost com- 
plete destruction of white blood 
cells, resulting in death from over- 
whelming infection. 

Dr. Warren pointed out that 
some radio-active isotopes now 
available to research institutions 
from the Monsanto Chemical Co.'s 
Clinton Laboratories at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., are especially use- 
ful in the treatment of thyroid 
gland cancers and leukemia be- 
cause patients treated with the 


isotopes do not suffer from radia- 
tion sickness common when x-rays 
Mi radium are used.

Freight Embargo Plan. 

The official who disclosed plans 
for a freight embargo said the 
Association of American Railroads 
probably would be named as agent 
to issue permits for the move 
ment of essential commodities. 

Ail commodities except food, 
clothing, medicines, fuel and cer- 
tain other essentials would be em- 
barged, he said, adding: 

“The order provides for progres- 
sive tightening of restrictions on 
freight movements if the strike 
should come off and continue for 
a long period.

Miners’ Reaction. 
In the face of Lewis's silence, 


typical miner reaction was voiced 
by Sam Caddy, president of UMW 
District 30 in the Big Sandy field 


in Kentucky, where about 13,000 


out of 15,000 workers were idle. 
“They know the move is on,” he 
said, 

In Pittsburgh, John Castor, a 
union official, said the miners hea 
received “all the instruction they 
needed” and could be expected to 
remain away from the mines to- 
morrow. 

A Lewis lieutenant in Southern 
Illinois commented, “The miners 
don’t work under injunction.” 

Reports from the coal fields told 
of mounting tension among the 
miners, but all signs pointed to a 
“silent” shutdown, with no sur- 
face omens of violence. The War 
Department talk of troops drew 
from individual miners’ their tra- 
ditional retort: “You can’t mine 
coal with bayonets.” | 

President Truman, vacationing 
at Key West, Fla., was following 
developments. Some high officials 
here were concerned that the Ad- 
ministration might be in for a long 
and tempestuous struggle. 

One official said the feeling in 
the coal industry was that it 
might take six months to a year 
“to break Lewis,” as he put it, 
and bring the miners back to 
work. 

Possibility of General Strike. 

This official said it was possible 
that if Lewis were thrown into 
jail it might touch off a nation- 
wide general strike, with the 
American Federation of Labor's 
7,150,000 members and the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organization's 
6,000,000 rallying to his support. 

He said it was barely possible, 
too, that the Government might 
“freeze” Lewis's strike chest, esti- 
mated at $13,500,000. He said he 
knew of no immediate move in 
that direction, however. 

The Justice Department declined 
to comment on reports that gov- 
ernment attorneys are exploring 
the possibility of tying up the 
mine union’s funds and thus cut- 


ting off benefit payments to strik- 


ers. 
Green's Statement. 

Following is the text of Green’s 
statement: 

“An adequate supply of coal for 
commercial and domestic purposes 
is an essential requirement to the 
comfort, well befhg and prosperity 
of the nation. The machinery of 
government should operate in such 
a way as to promote full produc- 
tion of coal, 

“This purpose can be achieved 
only if the miners mine coal. No- 
body else can do it, They must 
serve and work and produce coal 
if the domestic and commercial 
needs of the nation are to be fully 
supplied, 

“Neither troops with bayonets, 
nor court injunctions, nor incar- 
ceration of miners or their repre- 
sentatives in jail, can serve to 
produce one single ton of coal. 
Only the skilled, trained, cour- 


ageous, free mine workers who 


are willing» to risk their lives in 
the coal mines each day, can do 
this. 

“Apparently Mr. (J.A.) Krug, 
Secretary of the Interior, and his 
associates ignored these _ facts 
when they precipitated the crisis 
which now prevails in mines 
throughout the nation. Miners 
are idle. This tragic situation was 
not caused by the issuance of an 
order by any union or by the rep- 
resentatives of a union. What 
caused it? The publie ought to 
know, should know and must be 
told. 


Government Attitude Criticized. 


“Denunciation and insulting 
abuse of individuals will not bring 
about a resumption of mining 
operations. The facts show that 
the representatives of the Gov- 
ernment, which now operates the 
mines of the nation, failed to deal 
constructively with the problems 
and proposalg relating to over- 
time employment, welfare funds, 
vacation, payments and safety 
problems, brought to their atten- 
tion by direction of the 400,000 
mine workers of the nation 
through their chosen representa- 
tives who participated in a regu- 
lar mine workers convention. The 
representatives of the Government 
assumed a rigid, inflexible, nega- 
tive position. 

“Neither the Department of La- 
bor nor the conciliation service of 
the Department of Labor wes 
brought into the picture. This 
service which was utilized in con- 
troversies which arise between 
employers and employes in priv- 
ate industry was rejected, ignored 
and never used by the represen- 
tatives of the Government when 
they dealt with the problems and 
proposals presented by the mine 
workers for solution. 

“The Government  representa- 
tives, adding insult to ipjury to 
the workers of the nation, have 
resorted to the use of the injunc- 
tion. process and as a result have 
made an extremely bad situation 
much worse. 

“Labor regards this step on the 
part of the Government as a vio- 
lation of the Norris-LaGuardia 
Act. It represents force, violence 
and the threat of punishment on 
the part of the Government. 

“Not only the miners who mine 
coal but the workers of the nation 
resent this action on the part of 
Government. Workers everywhere 
have became thoroughly aroused 
and thoroughly conscious of the 
implications involved in the use of 
the injunction process in this sit- 
uation originated and sponsored 
by the Government. 

Walked Out Voluntarily, 

“Reports from all sections show 
that the miners have individualiy 
discontinued work on their own 
initiative, and without orders from 
any source whatsoever. 

“In my opinion, the Govern- 
ment’s resort to the injunctive 
process, with its enslaving and in- 
criminating effects, will have the 
opposite result of that intended. 
Instead of returning to work, the 
miners who have voluntarily 
walked out will voluntarily refuse 
to return until a new contract be- 
comes effective. 

“All American labor unites with 


the mine workers in condemning 
this reversion to the archaic phi- 
losophy of Government by injunc- 
tion and this perversion of the 
Norris-LaGuardia act.” 

CIO Condemns Injunction, 

A resolution adopted by the CIO 
convention today asserted that 
“American democracy cannot tol- 
er.t> any attempt to impose eco- 
nomic slavery through vicious 
anti-labor injunctions.” 

A possible economic “sword of 
Damocles” over the miners is the 
government’s ownership of the Big 
Inch and Little Inch pipelines built 
during the war to move petroleum 
from Texas fields to the East, 

The miners’ union has been 
fighting against possible use of 
the pipelines for natural gas which 
would compete with coal. Up to 
this time it has had the War and 
Navy departments on its side. 

In the midst of the coal crisis, 
War Assets Administrator Robert 
M. Littlejohn told the House Sur- 
plus Property Committee yester- 
day that the armed services have 
withdrawn their objections to let- 
ting the pipes be used for gas. 

L. Gray Marshall, chief of the 
War Assets Administration utili- 
ties branch, disclosed today that 
ne had recommended selling the 
Big and Little Inch pipe lines to 
Big Inch Oil, Inc., of New York 
City. He told the House commit- 
tee that his recommendation was 
“informal” and unsigned, It was 
submitted to the WAA real prop- 
erty disposal board about three 
weeks ago. 

A WAA spokesman told report- 
ers Big Inch Oil’s bid was $110,- 
000 . 


,000. 

Littlejohn told the committee 
yesterday that all 16 bids for the 
lines would be turned down be- 
cause he did not consider any 
of them as bringing a sufficient 
return to the Government, 

Rationing of Power, Gas, 

A Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration spokesman made the an- 
nouncement that the government 
was preparing for voluntary light- 
ing brownouts and for rationing of 
electricity and manufactured gas. 

Last spring, when Lewis's min- 
ers were out for 59 days, the gov- 
ernment suggested to 23 states 
that they ration electricity in pro- 
gressive stages, This rationing 
called for: first, a brownout of 
advertising lights and amusement 
places, with preference for elec- 
tricity going to hospitals, food 
processing and other public health 
and safety functions. 

Several cities in the East and 
Middle West imposed brownouts. 

One order of last spring which 
might be re-invoked empowered 
manufacturers of artificial gas 
and mixed gas to ration consum- 
ers’ supplies when their coal stocks 
fell below a three-week supply. 

The War Department statement 
said: 

“1, Upon call from the Federal 
Coal Administrator, the War De- 
partment is prepared to co-oper- 
ate fully in meeting the require- 
ments set. 

“2. To date, no call hag been re- 
ceived.” 

Col. J. R. Pierce, deputy chief

About 18,000 Illinois Miners Idle; 
Last Big Mine Closes. 


Hoisting of coal in pits operated 
by 18,000 United Mine workers in 
11 southern Illinois counties was 
expected to come to a virtual halt 
this afternoon at 3:45 o’clock. The 
United Electric Coal Company’s 
Fidelity mine near DuQuoin, last 
major colliery in the area in oper- 
ation, ended its last. coal-hoisting 
shift at that time. It has no night 
shift. 

A state-wide survey by the 
United Press at Springfield today 
showed that 54 of the 88 Govern- 
ment-operated mines in the state 
had shut down. The closed mines 
produced about 161,000 tons daily 
and employed 15,850 miners. Some 
mines not operated by the Gov- 
ernment have also closed bringing 
the total of miners affected to 
nearly 18,000. 

In nearby St. Clair County, the 
Okay Mine at Marissa was still 
down and the United Electrical 
Coal Co.-mine at Freeburg was ex- 
pected to ccase operations at mid- 
night tonight, the contract dead- 
line set by UMW president, John 
L. Lewis. Approximately 200 men 
are employed in the two mines, 
Some two dozen other mines in 
the county, employing members of 
the independent Progressive Mine 
Workers, were operating as usual. 
The general ettitude of the 
miners as they roamed the streets 
of Illinois mining towns was that

Labor's Objectives Listed. 
George Londa, a member of the | 
CIO St. Louis Industrial Union 
Council, who spoke against the 
proposed plan, enumerated the 
CIO and AFL objections to the 
establishment of such a committee, 
He said labor would not have con- 
fidence in the public members of 
the committee; that labor believes 
the United States Conciliation 
Service, in performing similar 
functions, is adequate in settling 
disputes; that unions object to ap- 
—— of labor members of the 
ard by the Mayor: and that 
labor is wary of the plan because 
it was “urged upon the Mayor by 
employer groups.” 

Stockham, in rebuttal] to Londa's 
objections to the plan, said Mayor 
Kaufmann is merely proposing 
that representatives of labor and 
management study the possibility 
of establishing machinery to pro- 
mote industrial peace and is not 
“attempting to cram anything 
down anyone’s throat.” In oppos 
ing Londa’'s contention that the 
United States Conciliation Serv- 
ice provides adequate means for 
arbitration and mediation, Stock- 
ham maintained the plan would 
minimize industrial strife through 
education, and actually prevent 
threatened strikes. 

“If a labor-management-citizens 
committee could avert just one 
strike it would justify its exist- 
ence,” he said. “The local com- 
mittee and the conciliation servy- 
ice would co-operate with each 
other, and supplement each other's 
services. 

“It is said the plan will not pre- 
vent all stoppages; therefore we 
should not have it. This is like | 
Saying that since all people are 
not cured in hospitals we should 
not have hospitals. 

“Rejection of the proposed plan 
is tantamount to a rejection of the 
belief that labor, management and 
the public can co-operate to make 
our democratic principles func- 
tion in St. Louis.” 

Success in Toledo, 

In outlining the success of the 
plan in Toledo, Kennedy said the 
committee handled 75 disputes 
during the war without difficulty 
except in two cases. 

“In the postwar period there has 
not been one strike in the Toledo 
area which lasted more than two 
days,” he said. “This is quite sig- 
nificant in the light of Toledo's 
turbulent labor history and in 
view of the fact that the com- 
mittee was created at a time when 
the United States Conciliation 
Service had been unable to deal 
effectively with strikes in that 
area.” 

Citing the indorsement of AFL 
and ClO leaders in Toledo as proof 
of the success of the plan there, 
Kennedy added that collective bar- 
gaining has been more effective, 
and the absence of industria] 
strife has brought new industries 
to the Ohio city and created more 
employment opportunities.

MISSISSIPPI RIVER FUEL CORP. 
ASSAILS FPC GAS RATE CUT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP)— 
Counsel for the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. of St. Louis attacked 
a Federal Power Commission nat- 
ural gas rate reduction order as 
unjust, in arguments before the 
United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday. The hearing is 
on the pipeline’s appeal from the 
rate cut, which applies to gas sold 
wholesale to distributing utilities 
in St. Louis, St, Louis county and 
elsewhere. The reduction, on the 
basis of 1943 business, would be 
$945,613 a year. 

William Dougherty of New York, 
attorney for the company, said 
that in determining costs on which 
to base rates, FPC had made 
varying charges by items to the 
two divisions of “commodity” and 
“demand” rates. This was unfair, 
h: asserted, saying the result 
would be to cost the company at 
least $167,000 a year. He also 
complained that FPC allowed Mis- 
sissippi a return on investment 
of only 6 per cent, compared with 
6% per cent in 11 other cases, 
Charles E. McGee, FPC counsel, 
declared there was no proof of 
unfairness and that equitable con- 
sideration had been given in com- 
puting charges. Some other con- 
cerns have been allowed a return 


of only 6 per cent, he pointed out, 
adding that this was the first 6 
per cent case to be litigated,

The 
Police Department has presented 
a demand for $521,000 increase in 
its appropriation, to meet pay ad- 
vances recently made, 

Priest wrote the Mayor a letter 
yesterday, discussing the recent 
report of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, privately financed 
fact-finding body, regarding the 
Police Department. 

The Institute’s report cited fig- 
ures from a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation survey, showing that 
among 19 of the largest cities of 
the United States, St. Louis 
ranked second in ration of police 
employes to population. 

Washington Conferences, 

After this report appeared, 
Priest consulted Charlton Chute, 
director of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, and Chute went 
to Washington at his request. 
Chute conferred with J. Edgar 
Hoover and other FBI officials, 
Priest said, “relative to securing 
their assistance in reorganizing 
the (St. Louis Police) Depart- 
ment’s record system.” 
Chute learned in Washington, 
Priest’s letter states, that other 
factors than the mere census fig- 
ures entered into the question of 
comparative size of police forces. 
St. Louis has no county police or 
deputy sheriffs serving as peace 
officers, as some cities have, and 
the state highway police have no 
duties here, as such bodies have 
in some cities. Also, the esti- 
mate was based on 1940 cenus fig- 
ures, showing the city’s prewar 
population rather than its present 
number of inhabitants, 

May Alter City’s Status. 
“When these weights are as- 
signed,” Priest wrote to the 
Mayor, “it may be that St. Louis’s 
final relative position will not be 
what it appears at first glance. 
I know that Dr, Chute agrees with 
this statement, 

“Mr. Hoover of the FBI has 
warned the country of the in- 
crease in crime,” Priest continued. 
“The daily press has drawn at- 
tention to the situation, and there 
has been mention of possible at- 
tempts of organized criminal 
gangs to enter St. Louis. It would, 
I think, be accurate to say that 
the increase in crime {fs approach- 
ing alarming proportions. 

“This does not mean that econ- 
omies in the Police Department 
should not be attempted but it 
does mean that they should be 
made only with caution and with 
full knowledge of their effect.”

Gen. Chu also made these 
sertions: 

1, That the Communists are 
not yet prepared to hold a rival 
congress in defiance of the Na- 
tional Assembly at Nanking 
(contrary to a dispatch circu- 
lated by the Communist news 
agency in Nanking.) 

2. That between January and 
June he had demobilized 500,000 
Communist troops in keeping 
with a joint Communist-Govern- 
ment army reorganization plan, 
but that the Communists now 
were in greater strength than 
ever. 

Chu said he and party leaders 
had decided the demobilization 
plan, agreed on in January in 
Chungking, was a “‘trap.” 

Chu attributed the fall of Kal- 
gan, the Communist “second cap- 
ital,” to this “misguided faith” and 
said the present armies had been 
replenished by veterans of the 
war against Japan, who had re- 
turned to their farms months ago. 

The famed old bush fighter, 
who lives in the same spartan 
white-washed cave where I first 
met him a year ago, then launched

How the U. S. Uses Food 


The United States Government has retreated 
from international co-operation in the matter of 
world food relief, 

The political purpose of our withdrawal should 
be obvious to all the world. Half of UNRRA’s 
aid has been given to Russia and its satellites: 
the Ukraine, Byelo-Russia, Albania, Hungary, 
Poland, Yugoslavia, and Czechoslovakia. Those 
nations have voted solidly against the United 
States and Britain in UN. So the United States 
announces that from now on it will dole out 
food relief by unilateral arrangement. It will re- 
ward its supporters and withhold from its oppo- 
nents, 

The American protestations of virtue in this 
maneuver ring hollowly indeed. UN Delegate 
Stevenson's assertion that “the task of UNRRA 
is now being brought to a successful conclusion” 
comes too soon after Director-General Sir John 
Boyd Orr’s report to UN-FAO that half the 
world is hungry and President Truman’s declara- 
tion that the United States may have to feed the 
starving three years longer. 

Mr. Stevenson’s pious claim that “we have 
never used food or the misery of human beings 
as a political weapon, and we do not intend to 
do so now” is somewhat overshadowed by the 
self-evident fact that we did so at the moment 
we withdrew from international co-operation in 
food relief. : 

It would be better to say, as Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Clayton said vulgarly, “The gravy 
train is going round for the last time.” At least 
that’s frank. It would be better, too, to be frank 
with ourselves: By this act of super-nationalism 
and power politics we make al) our internation- 
al co-operation suspect. If we can’t co-operate 
with the rest of the world in a relatively limited 
project like keeping people from starving, how 
well can we be expected to co-operate in an 
unlimited project like keeping them from fight- 
ing? 

The other nations are still judging the United 
States. It is one of our worst national weak- 
nesses to retreat from co-operation as soon as 
the shooting’s over, and the world is watching to 
see whether that weakness is going to crop out 
again. The confidence which other nations have 
in us is still tentative. It will not be reposed 
freely until we prove that we are in the affairs 
of the world to stay. 

As John Beaufort writes from Lake Success 
in the Christian Science Monitor: 


United States opposition to the formation 
of a new world relief organization to succeed 
the UNRRA has filled many delegates here 
with a doubly felt anxiety. 

They are concerned over the immediate 
effects... They... are especially concerned 
... that... if the UN fails in such a crucial 
matter as relief... it cannot expect to suc- 
ceed in the longer-term task of establishing 
and maintaining peace. 


Canada, Australia and Russia want interna- 
tional action. The United States is making itself 
the champion of nationalism. Are we going to 
realize, and in time, that international co-opera- 
tion, like peace, is indivisible? 
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New Official, Big Opportunity 

No public official in Missouri has a more 
challenging job than Hubert Wheeler of 
Marshall, whose appointment as the first non- 
political State Commissioner of Education has 
just been announced by the new State Board 
of Education. The sad plight of public educa- 
tion in Missouri is well known to Mr. Wheeler. 
Since 1941 he has been superintendent of schools 
in Marshall, where he bears an excellent repu- 
tation. Before that he was superintendent in 
Butler and in Lawrence County. Thus he is 
familiar with public school problems and needs 
and the generally inadequate efforts at meeting 
them. 

Mr. Wheeler takes office with the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association asking for Federal 
aid for schools. He enters on his duties at a 
time when teachers right and left are leaving 
their classrooms for better paying work. (Fig- 
ures presented on this page Monday showed that 
1560 Missouri schools have closed in the last 
five years and that seven out of every 10 rural 
teachers have quit in the last five years.) 

Well co-ordinated school consolidation is all 
to the good and the new Commissioner doubtless 
will advance it as much as he can. But the press- 
ing problem of the quality of teaching remains 
and with it the associated problem of decent 
pay. Mr. Wheeler has an opportunity to identify 
his office and its service with this cause in all 
its aspects. He can make his administration a 
standout performance nationally on the state 
public school horizon. He can bring great credit 
to Missouri. We hope to see him do it.

When American Action, Inc., came into the 
news early last month, we remarked that it was 
a chip off the old block—the Liberty League. 
Now it turns out that it was not a “chip off the 
old block’’—it was the old block itself, 

The election has in some miraculous way im- 
proved the memory of American Action’s chair- 
man, Edward A. Hayes, a former national com- 
mander of the American Legion, to the point 
where he can give the names of the sponsors 
of his group to the House Campaign Expendi- 
tures Committee. 

Among American Action’s principal contribu- 
tors are Lammot du Pont of the Delaware Du 
Ponts and John J. Raskob, estranged former 
chairman of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and a director of General Motors and of 
Du Pont. Both were prominent in the Liberty 
League in the ’30s. 

Other contributors are Ernest Tener Weir, 
head of the Weirton Steel Co.; J. P. Seiberling 
of Akron, head of the Seiberling Rubber Co.; and 
R. R. McCormick of Chicago, the newspaper pub- 
lisher. We do not recall that these gentlemen 
were active in the Liberty League, but at least 
they were promising material for a junior 
phalanx. 

How is it that the same names, and the same 
pattern of names, comes out again and again in 
the roll call of the would-be saviors of the na- 
tion? Do they instinctively band together for a 
holy crusade to the right? 

Not at all. It is much simpler than that. A 
political sucker list, like any other sucker list, 


is never permitted to remain idle and unworked 
very long. A soft touch remains a soft touch, 
and the political promoters know this simple 
truth as well as the furtive lads who peddle 
policy chits in the back alleys, 
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Strike Against the Government 

Since the rail strike last spring, sentiment in 
this country has been crystallizing, surely and 
steadily, in favor of public protection against 
strikes in industries directly affecting public 
health and welfare. 

Does the coal industry come under this head- 
ing? Let us see. 

Coal accounts for half of all the heat and 
energy produced in this country. 

Coal is used to heat three-fourths of all 
American homes. 

Coal powers nine-tenths of all mainline lo- 
comotives running on American railroads. 

Either directly by steam power or by steam- 
generated current, coal turns the wheels of 
about 40 per cent of the nation’s factories. It is 
vital in key industries like steel. 

If a coal strike starts tonight and is deadlocked 
for any considerable time, factories will close 
for lack of power, homes will go cold for lack 
of fuel, most railroads will cease to haul traffic. 

Sixty per cent of the factories would still 
have power, but only a fraction of them could 
continue to operate because of lack of materials 
or parts from other factories operating on coal. 

All but a handful of the nation’s industrial 
work force would be thrown out of jobs. Acute 
shortages would quickly appear in all sorts of 
goods. Inventories would become more depleted 
than ever, and inflation would spread as never 
before. 

The coal-mining industry, then, indisputably 
affects public health and welfare, and in a de- 
gree which is true of few other industries. John 
Lewis knows this, and that is why, at the very 
beginning of winter, he dares threaten a nation- 
wide strike in violation of the law as interpreted 
by the Department of Justice and in the face 
of the spectacular gains made by the miners in 
their strike last spring. 

It is true that the Administration has erred in 
keeping the mines in Government possession so 
long already. It may be true that Robert Han- 
negan and John Steelman led Lewis to expect 


he would have things his way if he would delay | 


forcing the issue until after the election. 

But these things dim into insignificance be- 
side the fact that Lewis has used strikes no less 
than seven times to capitalize on the nation’s 
necessity since the Japs struck at Pearl Harbor. 
His willful, egotistic intransigence in calling 
four strikes between May and November, 1943, 
is not forgotten. He caused a crisis so grave as 
to endanger the morale of millions of American 
soldiers facing Japs and Germans abroad and 
enduring shortages of supplies and equipment 
which the coal strikes intensified. 

This country has dealt with John Lewis with 
exceeding patience and generosity. But patience 
and generosity have been exhausted. They are 
succeeded by the cold anger that comes of in- 
gratitude and frustration.

A Timid If Not Selfish Stand 


Chairman Vinson says that the House Naval 
Affairs Committee has voted unanimously against 
joining the House Military and Naval Commit- 
tees, as provided by the La Follette-Monroney 
Congressional Reorganization Act. He says the 
committee believes it should wait until Congress 
acts on the proposal to consolidate the War and 
Navy Departments in the Cabinet. 

Representative Vinson does not say whether 
this was by unanimous vote of all-30 members 
of the committee or simply of those who hap- 
pened to respond to his query. In any case, the 
decision seems to reflect personal selfishness as 
much as concern for the welfare of the armed 
forces. Why wait on further action? Congress 
has already passed its reorganization law. Ex- 
perience under it may well suggest the value of 
consolidation of the War and Navy Departments. 
Is Chairman Vinson afraid of that? It is to be 
hoped that the Republican House leaders will 
be more open-minded than the committee Demo- 
crats, more willing to run the risk of improve- 
ment in the administration of our armed forces.

Peonage Wins in Puerto Rico 

The United States Supreme Court’s decision 
in the case of Puerto Rico’s land reform law 
leaves that poverty-ridden island again helpless 
against the land monopoly of the sugar corpora- 
tions. 

A handful of sugar companies own three- 
fourths of all the land in Puerto Rico, and 150,- 
000 Puerto Ricans with 600,000 dependents are 
landless. This situation is intolerable for a popu- 
lation of 2,000,000 living on an island less than 
150 miles long and 35 miles wide and mainly 
dependent on agriculture for its livelihood. 

Munoz Marin’s Popular Party Government has 
tried to do something about it by acquiring land 
and parceling it out to the landless. But the 
land it has been able to obtain has been poor, so 
that the experiment started out with the odds 
against it. To acquire some good land, the 
Puerto Rican Legislature in 1941 enacted a law 
permitting condemnation proceedings. 

The case on which the Supreme Court has 
just acted arose from proceedings to condemn 
3070 acres of farmland belonging to the East- 
ern Sugar Association. The United States Dis- 
trict -Court in Puerto Rico dismissed the pro- 
ceedings, but the First Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Boston upheld them. Now the Supreme Court 
has refused to review the original decision. 

Obviously there is a difference of competent 
legal opinion as to whether the Puerto Rican 
land law is constitutional. If it isn’t, it should 
be redrawn to be made so—and if that is im- 
possible, the Constitution must need a little 
mending, for it was never intended to keep peo- 
ple in economic peonage to monopolistic corpo- 
rations.

Without adopting Socialism, newspaper says, one admires way it 
was won in Britain; Fabian movement began in lifetime of still- 
living persons; success is “a monument to the now unpopular fact 
that reason, compromise, gradualness have their impressive values.”

It is ironic that the diamond jubilee of 
the Fabian Society, which reached its six- 
tieth anniversary in 1944, should have been 
postponed by the most gigantic war in his- 
tory. It is quaint that the delayed celebra- 
tion found one of its three surviving 
founders, the famous Sidney Webb, a “La- 
bor peer,” now known as Lord Passfield. 
And it is at least faintly ridiculous that the 
aged George Bernard Shaw, that other cold 
but brilliant light of the middle ’80s, should 
survive to advise the society that its next 
task ought to be the placing of Henry Wal- 
lace in the American presidency. 


But it is neither ironic, quaint nor even 
faintly ridiculous that today, 62 years from 
its foundation, the celebrated society finds 
a Socialist government in office in Great 
Britain, with large schemes for the nation- 
alization of the country’s basic industries 
under way and with the “inevitability of 
gradualism” looking most convincingly in- 
evitable indeed. 


Revolution, Anti-Marx Style 


The tactics of Fabius Cunctator have 
achieved an actual success in Britain and 
in large areas of western Europe beyond 
anything which either a hard-bitten capi- 
talist or a doctrinaire Marxian of the late 
Victorian years could have dreamed to be 
possible. 

The early Fabians— Shaw, the Webbs, 
Annie Besant and Graham Wallas — be- 
lieved that there was a Socialist alterna- 


tive to the iron Marxist law of the class 
struggle; they were an embodiment of Eng- 
lish reasonableness ,amid the harsh and 
furious currents of social controversy. They 
often seemed a little pale, and they were, 
most of them, endowed with a deadly and 
deadening seriousness. But their ideas, re- 
acting upon the rise of the Labor party and 
operating through such diverse minds as 
those of Wells and G. D. H. Cole, 8. G. 
Hobson and Harold Laski, seem to have 
had something in them, 


A Lesson for Today 


The kaleidoscopic Lask{ presided at the 
anniversary celebration, and there is a gap 
between the vaguely well-intentioned Hen- 
ry Wallace and the solemnly studious and 
very nineteenth-century figure of Graham 
Wallas too profound for comment. The 
Fabians were a phenomenon of their times; 
and the fact that even Shaw in his nine- 
ties could think of nothing wittier to offer 
them now than the project for making Mr. 
Wallace President is a sign of how com- 
pletely those times have gone. 

It is not through such instruments that 
Fabian Socialism—or any other kind—can 
be brought to the United States. But what- 
ever our future may be, the Fabians will 
remain as a monument to the now unpopu- 
lar fact that reason, compromise, gradual- 
ness have their impressive values, even 
amid such violent turmoils as those of to- 
day.

A Tough Question 


ADMISSION TO AMERICAN COLLEGES: A STUDY OF 
CURRENT POLICY AND PRACTICE, by Benjamin Fine. 
(Harper & Brothers, New York.) 

In a time of educational crisis, an inves- 
tigation of the admissions policies of our 
schools of higher education should be val- 
uable not only to educators but also to 
parents and prospective students. So Ben- 
jamin Fine, education editor of the New 
York Times, sent questionnaires to 650 col- 
leges. He received replies from 450 and 
studied the catalogues of the 200 that failed 
to reply. The survey covers every state’ and 
type of college. 

Some of Mr. Fine’s conclusions are re- 
assuring. More than 80 per cent of the 
colleges reported that they use no “econom- 
ic, social, religious, or professional” quotes 
in selecting their students (but Mr. Fine 
and his correspondents ignore racial quo- 
tas). Almost all admissions officers con- 
tend, in high-minded fashion, that “every 
one who can benefit should go to college.” 

If one can judge by their own statements 
and by Mr. Fine’s conclusions, out institu- 
tions of higher learning seem to try to se 
lect their students democratically. : 

+ * * 


Yet the book presents other information 
that is disquieting. Practice often distorts 
policy. Most colleges still insist that appii- 
cants must have taken in secondary school 
the traditional “college course,” which 
means that among the 15 to 17 units re- 
quired for graduation there must have been 
at least 11 in English, foreign language, 
mathematics, social studies and natural 
sciences. Students who have taken too 
many courses in home economics, art, and 
vocational and commercial subjects are fre 
quently refused admission in spite of high 
grades or scholastic abilities shown by en- 
trance examinations. 

Mr. Fine also points out that colleges, 
equipped before the war to handle 1,500,000 
students, are faced with more than 3,000,000 
applicants annually, Neither the author nor 
the schools consulted have found a solu- 
tion to this over-demand. In a burst of plat- 
form oratory in the final chapter, Mr. Fine 
himself insists that every student who de- 
sires a college education must be given one. 

* . . 


In spite of the rhetorical assertions, the 
book fails to answer certain practical ques- 
tions. Faced with a lack of building ma- 
terial for classroom and laboratory and dor- 
mitory space, where can colleges put “every 
student”? Confronted with a dearth of 
trained personnel, should colleges make a 
farce of education by dragging: in any un- 
trained individual, slapping him on a plat- 
form before a class and calling him a 
teacher? 

Schools of higher education, it would 
seem, must choose between competent edu- 
cation for the most fit and half-baked edu- 
cation for everyone. Mr. Fine recognizes 
the necessity of choice and would seem to 
prefer the latter. Practical educators, pre 
sented with the physical limitations of facil- 
ities and of staff, are being forced more 
and more toward rigid selection. Even 
many state and municipal schools, must for 
the time being deny opportunities of edu- 
cation to many.

The Government took over the 
mines six moths ago when a pro- 
tracted strike, with disastrous na- 
tional results, stalemated =the 
union and operators. The Govern- 
ment then concluded a contract, 
which the union hailed as “the 
grentest economic and social gains 
made in a single agreement since 
its birth in 1890," 


What Lewis Got. 


Mr. Lewis's demands were all, 
in substance, granted. He won 
$185 a day wage increase, $100 
vacation pay, a long overdue fed- 
eral mine safety code, and 35- 
hour week. 

Because the miners wanted to 
make up on lost time and lost in- 
come, the contract permitted a 
54-hour week with time and half 
overtime, and double for holidays. 
This they accepted only in part. 
At no time during the contract 
have they worked anything mee | 
f4 hours, the average is under 43, 
and at no time were they com- 
pelied to work more than 35. 

The reason they did not care to 
take advantage of the opportunity 
to earn more is reflected in their 
wages, which average $62.37 per 
week, the highest in American in- 
dustry. Their welfare fund 
amounts to $8,000,000. 


Backstage Politics. 


The contract was made for the 
duration of Government operation 
and the operators accepted it. The 
contract did not forbid reopening 
negotiations for changes, but it 
certainly forbade unilateral termi- 
nation and the law forbids strikes 
against the Government. 

The Government has been plan- 
ming to return the mines to the 
operators. Mr. Lewis, however, 
wished to renegotiate the contract 
with the Government, and to that 
end exercised political pressures 
on Mr. Trimman, threatening the 
loss of mining states in the con- 
eressiona! elections if the Govern- 
ment should refuse reconsidera- 
tion of the contract. 

I am informed that both Rob- 
ert Hannegan and John Steelman 
encouraged him to hope for Gov- 
ernment compliance, and so ad- 
vised the President. Julius Krug, 
however, knowing that an increase 
in coal prices would force a rise 
in all industrial prices and even in 
rents, was, I understand, furious 
and threatened to resign. 

Meanwhile, the Democratic party 
lost the elections, and other ad- 
visers warned Mr. Truman that 
he had better get along with the/| 


| new Congress. Mr, Truman, who 
first said a hesitant yes, then said 
a strong no and went on vacation. 

Mr, Lewis, feeling himself be- 
trayed by double-dealing  politi- 
cians, stuck to his guns, which 
include a proposal to assess the 
5-cents-a-ton welfare tax on coal 
‘as it comes from the mines, not 
after it has been purified at the 
tipple, as at present. He also asks 
48 hours’ pay for 40 hours, which 
means a 30 per cent wage increase. 


‘Can Afford a Strike. 


The Government notified him to 
negotiate with the operators while 
the mines continue under the Gov- 
ernment contract. After negotia- 
tions are concluded, the Govern- 
ment will return the mines to be 


operated under any standards 
agreed to by collective bargaining. 
Mr. Lewis’s position, I have rea- 
son to believe, was taken chiefly 
with a view to the situation of 
the CIO and his rival Philip Mur- 
ray. The prestige of union lead- 
ers rests on their capacity to meet 
the demands set by the highest 
gains of any union. Mr. Lewis’s 
union, which commands immense 
funds—estimated at $70,000,000, or 
higher than the cash reserves of 
most of the great industries—can 
afford a strike, although the 
miners will have a bleak Christ- 
mas, and so will everyone else. 


To Put CIO ina Hole. 


But the CIO, bankrupted by a 
series of protracted expensive 
struggles, cannot afford them, and 
is furthermore crippled by serious 
dissensiogs within its ranks fo- 
mented by and against the Com- 
munists. What an opportunity for 
John L. Lewis to put the CIO in 
a hole and embarrass Mr. Murray! 

Coal is a necessity of all indus- 
tries. If its production is halted, 
workers will be unemployed, put- 
ting a great strain on union funds 
and on Government unemployment 
payments as well. 

A general halt or slow-down in 
production sends prices skyrocket- 
ing, leading to rank and file pres- 
sures for higher wages to meet 
the increased cost of living. These, 
then, will come just at the time 
when Mr. Murray’s CIO is weak. 
And thus, labor leadership will be 
played into the triumphant Lewis’s 
hands. 

That is how Lewis, power-hun- 
gry as are few men in America, 
thinks, and it is a ruthless game 
of which all workers and all the 
people of America are the mere 
instruments and victims.

On the Outside Looking In 


HE hot seat in the new Republican Senate wil] be the chair- 


manship of the Committee on 


Education and Labor. Who will 


occupy that seat is still a perplexing question that may split the 
Fepublican majority before it is really answered. 


If the logic of seniority is ob- 
served, the post will go to Senator 
(seorge Aiken of Vermont. Aiken, 
who runs a prosperous business 
in plants and flowers at Putney, 
Vt. founded on his original in- 
terest in wild flowers, would like 
to be chairman of the Senate Ag- 
riculture Committee. But ahead 
of him in seniority is Senator 
Arthur Capper of Kansas, who 
has waited 30 years to take over 
the chairmanship of the Agricul- 
ture Committee. 


Taft Takes His Pick. 


Aiken is virtually the senior Re- 
publican on the Senate Education 
and Labor Committee, which will 
get the controversial new labor 
bills that Congress intends to take 
up soon after the session con- 
venes. Or, rather, he ranks next 
under Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio. 

But -Taft is certain to continue 
as chairman of the Republican 
Steering Committee, which means 
that he will be the real boss of 
the Senate. Taft is also eligible 
for the chairmanship of the pow- 
erful Finance Committee. By past 
tradition, therefore, he would 
give way to Aiken on the Labor 
Committee. 

However, Taft has said he may 
take the latter office, too. That 
is because Aiken is known to be 
a liberal who does not go along 
with the right wing of the party 
now dominant in the councils of 


the G.O.P. This independent Ver- | 


monter voted -against the Case 


bill, for example. 


“A Nuisance Bloc.” 


Aiken helieves he is entitled to 
the Labor Committee chairman- 
ahip. He would take it in place 
of Agriculture. If he does not 
get it, there will be deep resent- 
ment among the Republicans in 
Congress who regard themselves 
as liberals. Aiken, at the same 
time, has made it plain that he 
would not let his own views in- 
fluence his judgment as chairman 
of the committee. In other words, 
he would not try to block, by 
virtue of his position, considera- 
tion of bills that seemed to have 
general support. 

One of the interesting questions 
to be answered after Jan. 3 is just 
how much influence the liberal 
bloc inside the top-heavy Republi- 
fan majority will actually have.

Speaking on an AFI broadcast 
after the election, Senator Wayne 


Morse of Oregon, a most articu- 
late champion of liberalism and 
also a member of the Education 
and Labor Committee, gave his as- 
surance that the new Congress 
would not pass unduly restrictive 
laws. He mentioned specifically 
the Case bill. 


Roll Call of Liberals. 


Shortly before he left for a tour 
of Europe the other day, I asked 
Morse to name the Republican 
Senators who could be counted on 
to vote against such restrictive 
measures as the Case bill, with its 
long cooling-off period before a 
strike could be called. First, he 
made it plain that he is in favor 
of revision of the Wagner Act arfd 
in favor of a law which would pro- 
hibit jurisdictional strikes. Or- 
ganized labor must accept these 
correctives, in his view. 


But when it came down to nam- 
ing Republican Senators who 
would stand up and be counted 
against restrictive legislation, 
Morse was hard put to it. Among 
Republicans carried over or re- 
elected, he included Senators Ai- 
ken, Tobey of New Hampshire, 
Knowland of California, Salton- 
stall of Massachusetts, and Langer 
of North Dakota. Among the in- 
coming Senators, he listed Cain of 
Washington, Flanders of Vermont, 


Lodge of Massachusetts, Ives of 
|'New York, Thye of Minnesota 
‘and Malone of Nevada. 

| That adds up to 11 vetes, and 
some are questionable. To this 
| number might be added the new 
| Republican Senator from Ken- 
|tucky, John §S. Cooper, who was 
| supported by the liberal Louisville 
| Courier-Journal. 


They Add Up to 30. 


All possible Democrats who 
could be expected to oppose dras- 
tic anti-labor legislation total 19. 
With G.O.P. liberals they add up 
to 30 or 31 votes—far short of 
a majority. Morse is likely to 
find it very difficult to live up to 
his pledge to the AFL. 

But before these votes are 
counted, the Republicans them- 
selves will have to decide how 
they are going to resolve the dif- 
ferences within their own party. 
If they pass over Aiken and if 
Taft assumes the important chair- 
manship of the Labor Committee, 
in addition to his job as working 
boss of the new majority, it will 
be a clear signal that the so-called 
liberal bloc will be on the outside 
looking in. It will mean that the 
conservatives and _ reactionaries 
are convinced they are set 80 
solidly that they can ignore the 
| dissenting minority. 


LAWRENCE £, MARAN 
DIES IN WASHINGTON 


St. Louis Mortgage Banker 
Was Calling at Veterans’ 
Administration Office. 


Lawrence E. Mahan, a mort- 
gage banker here for 31 years and 
former president of the Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association of America, 
died yesterday while making a 
business cal] at the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration office in Washington. 
He was 54 years old. 

Death apparently was caused by 
a cerebral hemorrhage. The body 
is being returned to St. Louis for 
burial. 

Mr. Mahan, head of an invest- 
ment firm at 509 Olive street bear- 
ing his name, was head of the 
Washington committee of the 
Mortgage Bankers of America. 
With other committee members, 
he visited the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration and Veterans’ Admin- 
istration yesterday to discuss vet- 
erans’ housing matters. 

Surviving are his wife and two 
daughters, Miss Patricia Jane Ma- 
han and Miss Sally Ann Mahan, 
both of whom were maids of hon- 
or at the recent Veiled Prophet 
ball. Their home is at 4600 Mary- 
land avenue. 

Last Thursday in a ceremony 
in a Kansas City hotel, Mr, Mahan 
received a citation for achieve- 
ment from William Jewell College, 
Liberty, Mo. He was graduated 
from the college in 1914, 

In the first World War, he was 
called to Washington to take 
charge of all real estate and mort- 
gages in the United States and in- 
sular possession taken into cus- 
tody under the “trading with the 
enemy” act. 

Born in Harbor Beach, Mich., he 
came to Missouri to attend col- 
lege. Following his graduation, he 
entered the mortgage loan busi- 
ness in 1915 with the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. From 1924 to 
1929, he was head of the Real Es- 
tate Mortgage Trust Co, of St. 
Louis, 

In the next two years, he was 
executive vice president of the 
Franklin-American Co. Then he 
formed his own firm in 1931, He 
was a founder and first president 
of the Mortgage Bankers’ Associa- 
tion of St. Louis, formed in 1929. 
He served as president of the na- 
tional body in 1944-45, 

He was a board member of the 
Paramount Fire Insurance Co. of 
New York, St. Louis Fire and 
Marine Insurance Co., Real Estate 
Management Co., Wisconsin Re- 
alty Co. and Huron Realty Co, He 
also served as a board member of 
the Children's Home Society of 
Missouri, Iberia Junior College 
and Missouri Association for Oc- 
cupational Therapy. He was a 
member of the University and 
Noonday clubs.

“Skating Vanities of 1947” op- 
ened at the Arena last night be- 
fore an audience of 6571 persons 
who, judging by their reaction to 
the proceedings were convinced 
that the roller skate, as a medium 
of entertainment, is here to stay. 

Instead of becoming a victim of 
its own limitations, as one might 
have #uspected when roller skat- 
ing first loomed on the horizon 
as big time entertainment, it has 


gone on to prove that there is

He doesn’t, however, skate on his 
head, They haven’t reached that 
yet. 

It is, however, about the only 
thing they haven’t achieved in the 
way of fancy, speedy, acrobatic 
and comedy skating. Miss Gloria 
Nord, the star of the show, still 
entrances audiences with her 
grace and skill, and she is closely 
seconded by Misses Malva Mareno 
and Eileen McDonell, the show’s 
two starlets. Some of the comedy 
d-. ces are truly comic, notably a 
burlesque of the ballet, and some 
of the acrobatic skating is as ex- 
citing as it is hazardous. 

The spectacular numbers, such 
as Jungle Drums with 
African costumes and effective 
lighting, and the finale, called 
Flirtation Walk, are done on a 
lavish scale.

House. It was applauded politely, 
but the wilder responses went to 
such established Herman flag 
wavers as “Caldonia,” “Apple 
Honey,” “Blowin’ Up a Storm” and 
“Northwest Passage.” 

The concert, generally, was not 
too bright. A slim audience of 775 
persons, mostly the younger set. 
behaved calmly, and the band re- 
ciprocated beautifully. The musi- 
clans seemed to lack inspiration— 
a common fault of jazz performers 
on the concert stage, partly trace- 
able, perhaps, to travel weariness. 

This is not to say there weren't 
great moments. High spots were 
“Panacea,” one of Woody’s finest 
vocals, with wonderful trombon- 
ing by Bill Harris; Harris’s work 
on “Bijou,” “Mean to Me,” “Fan 
It!” and other selections; Mary 
Ann McCall's singing on “Ro- 
mance in the Dark”; Don La- 
mond’s’ greatly-improved drum- 
ming. Flip Phillips, the band's 
award-winning tenor saxophonist, 
Played in the doldrums most of 
the evening. Red Norvo’s vibes 
were pleasing, as usual, 

“Ebony Concerto,” written espe- 
cially by Stravinsky for the Her- 
man Herd, left his reviewer cold. 
This 10-minute challenge to mu- 
sical tastes calls for appreciation 
of Stravinsky, not of Herman’s 
band. In fact, more credit should 
go to Herman’s courage in playing 
it, than to Stravinsky’s inspiration 
to write it. It achieves some re- 
markable effects from dance band 
instrumentation, plus bass clari- 
net, French horn and harp, but 
doesn’t link with real jazz, per se, 
because it has no four-four rhyth- 
mic frame, Woodwinds work over- 
time and the brass take holidays. 
It was conducted by Alexei Haieff, 
composer and friend of Strayin- 
sky. 

More impressive because it 
stayed within the periphery of 
jazz was “Summer Sequence,” a 
remarkable bit of bravura by 
Ralph Burns, the band’s 23-year- 
old arranger. Rhythms are not 
jumbled here, and there are 
smacking ensemble passages and 
melodic solos, 

Also on the program were num- 
bers by the Blue Moods, a one- 
girl-four-boys singing group, and 
the Woodchoppers, band from 
within the band.

head of the institution next June, 
it was announced yesterday by 
the president of the board of cura- 
tors. Stephens is a junior college 
for women, 

Dr. Rainey was ousted as presi- 
dent of the University of Texas 
in November 1944 in a fight over 
academic freedom. He sought un- 
successfully to win the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of Texas 
last summer. He is 50 years old. 

Dr. Rainey’s ouster from the 
Texas University presidency fol- 
lowed charges by the institution's 
board of curators that he refused 
to conform toa their regulations and 
policies and’ made statements “re- 
flecting on the motives and good 
faith of the board.” 

Dr. Rainey stated that the Tre- 
gents imposed “restrictive meas- 
ures” on academic freedom and 
encroached on his administrative 
duties. 

His break with the regents had 
been precipitated by the board’s 
action in discharging two -pro- 
fessors for the use of a book by 
John Dos Passos, “U.S.A.,” for 
student reading material. 

The American Association of 
University Professors charged 
that Dr. Rainey was ousted 
through efforts on the part of 
certain special-interest groups to 
control education. Subsequently 
the University of Texas was sus- 
pended indefinitely from active 
membership by the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools. 

Dr. Rainey is on record as 
criticizing the failure of Congress 
to pass fair employment practices 
legislation. He also has voiced 
opposition to the poll tax. 

Dr, Wood, who will continue ac- 
tively associated with the college, 
is 71, He has served as president 
since 1912, coming to the institu- 
tion when it had an enrollment of 
only 53, and guided it to an en- 
rolIment well above 2000. 


ClO APPROVES END OF SHIP 
STRIKE; AFL UNION VOTING 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—CIO longshoremen and marine 
engineers voted overwhelmingly to 
go back: to their jobs this morn- 
ing, but organized picketing by 
AFL 4eck officers was started 
two hours earlier “to protect our 
interests” while they voted on con- 
tract terms offered by shipowners. 
Police said picket lines were being 
respected.

The Committee for 
Unity announced late last night 
overwhelming approval by the 
membership of the CIO Interna- 
tional Longshoremen and Ware- 
housemsn and the CIO Marine En- 
gineers Benevolent Association of 
compromise agreements reached 
with employers in sessions with 
federal negotiators. 


WOMAN, FUGITIVE FROM ALTON 
STATE HOSPITAL, SURRENDERS 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20 (AP)—Mrs. 
Leona Nielsen, 41 years old, who 
escaped from the Alton State Hos- 
pital last March 26, was held here 
today after surrendering to police 
yesterday on a downtown street 
corner. Mrs. Nielsen was com- 
mitted to a state hospital at Anna, 
Ill., in 1942 after she attempted to 
kill Rodney H. Brandon, then 
state director of public welfare, 
and was transferred to Alton aft- 
er a previous escape,

welfare, that she would be at the 
corner of Madison and Dearborn 
streets in Chicago late yesterday 
to surrender.

Add the yeast, two 
beaten eggs, and two and one- 
half cups of sifted all-purpose 
flour and beat .well. Add one- 
fourth cup melted shortening and 
most of the remaining four and 
three-fourths cups sifted all-pur- 
pose flour and mix, Turn out on 
a bread board and knead for 12 
minutes using as much of the re- 
mainjng flour as needed to make 
a smooth and elastic ball. Place 
in a greased owl, cover and let 
rise in Ba ve cay gy free from 
drafts, il double in bulk (about 
one hour). Punch down, turn over 
and let rise again until double in 
bulk. Turn out on board, divide 
into three portions, Roll each por- 
tion into a rectangle about seven 
by 16 inches.

‘ Treatment 
For Colitis 


By Herman N. Bundesen, 
M.D. 


HE bowel is a muscular tube 
T ana these muscles, like those 

in other parts of the body, 
have a normal and regular pat- 
tern 6f contraction and relaxation. 
In some nervous individuals, how- 
ever, the bowel muscles are overly 
contracted and remain in a con- 
stant state of tension, causing the 
bowel to become contracted in 
some portions. 

When this state of affairs con- 
tinues over long periods of time, 
we have a condition known: as 
spastic colitis. Most individuals 
with this disorder will begin to 
show more or less severe symp- 
toms. before the age of forty. 
Usually they complain chiefly of 
abdominal pain and constipation, 
though in some instances there 
may also be passage of mucus 
from the bowel. The pain in the 
abdomen tends to be worse during 
times of strain or tension, and in 
women during the time of the 
regular monthly period. The pain 
seldom bothers the patient at 
night. It is made worse by cold 
and relieved by warmth. The pain 
for the most part is in the lower 
part of the abdomen. 

a: 

MOST OF THE PATIENTS with 
spastic.colitis are constipated and 
many have an excess of gas in 
the bowel. This gas causes rum- 
bling noises and swelling or disten- 
sion of the abdomen. Spmetimes 
there is a burning pain along the 
entire course of the large bowel. 
Even in those who are constipated 
there may be alternating attacks 
of diarrhea. In addition to these 
symptoms affecting the abdomen 
there may also be nervousness, 
depression and a general exhaus- 
tion, nausea, paleness, and rapid 
and noticeable beating of the 
heart. 

While the exact cause of spastic 
colitis is not known definitely, it 
is generally believed to be due to 
nervous disturbances, The patients 
are likely to be of a nervous tem- 
perament, However, in many cases 
the condition is aggravated by the 
use of laxatives.

IN TREATING THIS disorder, 
reassurance of the patient is one 
of the most important steps.. He 
must be made to realize that his 
disorder is not a serious one, Then 


‘he must be taught to adjust his 


life so as to avoid strain insofar 
as is possible. He should be en- 
couraged to be less conscious of 
his bowel, 

Most of the patients with spas- 
tic colitis do best on a so-called 
bland diet, that is, one which con- 
tains no bulky or irritating foods, 
Mineral oil may also be useful. 
Such drugs as belladonna may 
help to relieve the bowel spasms. 
But, of course, it should be em- 
ployed only under the directions 
of a physician. 

I have outlined a bland diet and 
shall be glad to send this infor- 
mation to those desiring it, to aid 
in following their physician’s ad- 
vice. A stamped, self-addressed en- 
velope should be enclosed. Names 
will not be used. 


Tced artichokes and onion make 
a most unusual but excellent dish. 

Using one artichoke for each 
person, cut off leaves from the 
top, leaving about an inch and a 
half around the base. Dig out the 
“choke” with a sharp knife, but 
be careful not to damage the bot- 
tom or heart. Fill the cavity with 
white onions, chopped and sea- 
soned with salt and pepper, Pack 
tightly. 

Put the stuffed artichokes in a 
pan, with one cup olive oil and 
one cup water. Then let all sim- 
mer until the water boils away. 
Do not let the artichokes cook 
after bubbling stops—that means 
the water has gone—the artichokes 
will become brown and spoil, It 
should take about one hour’s cook- 
ing time. Remove any tough outer 
leaves, and set on ice to become 
very cold before serving. 


Sad Stories With Happy Endings 


At Firmin Desloge Clinic the Young 
and the Old, the Lame and the Halt 


-Sometimes 400 a Day—Receive Med- 
ical Care, Most of Them Without Cost.

O the doctors and nurses and 
T catnori sisters in charge of 

the outpatient clinic at Firmin 
Desloge hospital, the reports of 
contributions to the Community 
Chest do not mean rows of figures 
on a page so much as they mean 
rows of pink and blue bonnets in 
the waiting room of the baby 
clinic. Not that babies are the 
only patients of the clinic at 1325 
South Grand boulevard, but 
naturally it is the babies who first 
eatch your eye as they wait pa- 
tiently, or not so patiently, on 
their mothers’ laps to be weighed 
and examined, or receive immun- 
ization shots or treatment. 


But in addition to this appeal- 
ing division of the clinic there are 
32 other clinics, ranging alpha- 
betically from Allergy to Vein, 
where 300 to 400 patients are 
treated daily, many of them with- 
out any charge at all, The records 
of these patients read like a col- 
lection of short stories, with em- 
phasis on human interest and 
happy endings. 


“We're trying to take care of the 
poor people in St. Louis,” Sister 
Mary Francis Clare, superinten- 
dent of the outpatient clinic states 
its purpose simply. “Our patients 
are those who are not able to 
meet the regular costs of medical 
care, The patient needs care and 
isn’t able to go to the doctor or 
he has been to the doctor and 
isn’t able to continue. Here they 
don’t pay anything or they make 
small payments as they are able. 


“We give care just to patients 
who are able to come in and be 
treated and we handle everything 
in the clinic except infectious dis- 
eases.

In the eye clinic they still re- 
member the case of the 7-year-old 
girl whose family had been unable 
to pay for treatment for her 
crossed eyes. When she first came 
to the clinic she was a shy child 


who hid behind her mother’s skirts 
and was afraid to play with other 
children because they teased her 
about her eyes so much. Last Sep- 
tember she had an operation which 
straightened her eyes and. the 
clinic obtained an instrument for 
her to use to exercise and 
strengthen her eyes. 


“Now she’s like an entirely dif- 
ferent little girl,” the social work- 
er reported. ‘“She’s lost her shy- 
ness and walks around so proudly 
that you can tell she thinks that 
no matter how she may look to 
others, she’s beautiful in her own 
mind because of her straightened 
eyes.” 


This matter of being different 
from other children causes more 
heartache than the average adult 
could realize. Another child, a boy, 
came to the eye clinic because he 
had been hit by a rock and it was 
necessary to remove his eye. A 
specially made eye had to be ob- 
tained for him, but what caused 
the boy most worry was that he 
would never be able to play the 
rough-and-tumble games of other 
small boys because of his “glass 
eye.” The clinic had an unbreak- 
able plastic eye made for him and, 
since the family had no resources, 
it was provided free of charge. 
Later the father came in and said, 
“If you only knew how happy and 
grateful our boy is you'd know it 
was worth all your trouble.”

CHARGE OF THE CLINIC, 


Often the very old are as helpless 
as the very young. One of the 
clinic’s success stories deals with 
an elderly man who had had both 
legs amputated. He lived alone 
with no income but a small relief 
allowance and brooded constantly 
that he was unable to be self sup- 
porting. Because of his handicap 
he had lost contact with friends 
and loneliness added to his trou- 
bles. The social worker who vis- 
ited him reported that often she 
found him crying because he was 
nlone and felt he had nothing to 
look forward to but sitting in his 
room, In this instance clinic 
workers provided more than med- 
ical care. An increased allowance 
was obtained for him temporarily, 
then artificial pegs so that he 
would be able to get around, and 
finally he was trained through the 
Vocational Rehabilitation center 
at work he was able to do which 
has now permitted him to become 
self supporting.
